Mugwump Factories. 


Everything that a man wants 
that he can :aise on his own farm 
cheaper than he can buy it he 
should raise. Everything that a 
nation can produee at home 
cheaper than it can buy it abroad 
it should preduce. The wages of 
its own Inabor and the profits of its 
own capital cost a nation nothing. 
They are as much a part of a na- 
tion’s wealth after as before being 
paid. The cost of a thing consists 
in what is actually parted with as 
the condition of obtaining it. The 
price of a thing is what is given 
for what is gotten. A nation parts 
with the materials used up—that 
is the price it pays. The American 
people can manufacture every sta- 
ple article of metal, wood or 
leather, every staple fabric of wool, 
cotton or silk cheaper than it can 
import them. 

The New York Press says the 
political economists of our univer- 
sities and colleges have entered the 
field as politicians. Harvard, after 
a period of activity asa Mugwump 
factory, has been turned into a 
seminary of Democracy, and all 
out of devotion to freetrade. The 
other institutions of higher learn- 
ing outside of Pennsylvania are 
little, if any, less pronounced in 
their advocacy of free-trade poli- 
tics. Here, then, is a great politi- 
cal influence based on the supposed 
scientific accuracy of the teaching 
of these eminent men of letters. It 
is high time, therefore, that the 
public should be set right us to the 
amount of respect that is actually 
due te this authority. It is time 
that it should understand that 
these distinguished scholars are 
conspicuously the very last among 
men of intelligence to be listened 
to on any subject demanding a 
common-sense, business-like grasp 
of facts; that they are actually at 
this day teaching a “science of 
wealth ” which makes wealth cost 
as much to produce it as it is 
worth when produced, so that an 


increase of wealth is an impossi- 
bility. 


THE States and Territories of 
the West should call public meet- 
ings and memorialize Congress to 
stamp upon Secretary Windom’s 
silver bill. It is more infamous in 
some respects than the recommen- 
dations in his annual report. It 
makes it imperative that silver 
shall never be permitted to regain 
its old standing; that the power to 
suspend the receipts shall always 
be in bis hands—in short, it makes 
of the Secretary of the Treasury 
the biggest stock-jobber of the 
world. It reduces silver to a mere 
commodity for the Government to 
trade in, and would enable any 
Secretary of the Treasury, were he 
to have a silent partnership with 
two or three New York or London 
brokers to make an independent 
fortune every month. The pro- 
posal is simply an iufamous one to 
make to Congress and an intelli- 
gent country. We believe that the 
measure was prepared in London 
and sent to him ; that the men who 
demonetized silver see certain 
signs that, 4s thipgs are now tend- 
ing, remonetization will be forced 
back through the necessities of the 
people, and that they have devised 
this plan to sbsorb the silver and 
still keep down the price, or rather 
to make fortunes by throwing 
the price up or down daily 
as may suit them, and that 
the Secretary of our Treasury 
has accepted the _ arrange- 
ment. ‘The Salt Lake Tribune 
says: It is the duty of the West- 
ern States and Territories to pro- 
test against the passage of such a 
law with all the vigor which jus- 
tice gives to indignation. It is 
simply a shameful bill; a whelp 
from the same welf that, gave birth 
to demonetization, but a mangier, 
meaner, more cowardly whelp. 

Silver is either a precious metal, 
a perfect measure of values, or not. 
If Congress will take away the re- 
striction’ that it placed upon the 
metal the fact will be determined 
in a little while, _It will either as- 
sert itself as money or it will be ac- 
_ cepted merely as merchandise. In 
either event it should not be made | 
the foot-ball of # Seeretary of the 
Treasury and a few brokers on 
either side of the Atlautic.

The Cheyeane (Wyo.) Leader says:

EDITOR ROCHEFORT. 


the Government Is Afraid. 

“The Government is not afraid of 
General Boulanger, but Henri Rochefort 
is a great trouble,” said the French Am- 
bassador the other.day to Count Herbert 
Bismarck; and everybody who knows 
tion Rochefort: held 
in Paris will understand what the Am- 
bassador meant. It is no exaggeration 
to say that the editor of L’Intransigeant 
gives away from £2,000 to £3,000 of his 
income every year in charity. 

He has long acted as relieving officer 


to all kinds of needy people, and both 
his newspaper office and ,his private | 


apartments in Paris were places:of pub- 


-——- licresort, whither flocked all those who 
| had a grievance. 


Prodigal of his talent 
as of his money Rochefort would at any 
time dash off a paragraph or an article 
to denounce a peccant official, and in a 
rovgh and ready way he did much good. 
Often unnecessarily violent, and some- 


times unjust, he took up as arule casesin | 


which some palpable wrong had been 
done to poor folk. He made the petty 
oppressor tremble, and his press tri- 
bunal was one which frequently caused 
justice to be done expeditiously and fully 
for people who could have obtained no 
remedy in courts of law. ‘The Paris cor- 
respondent of the Cologne Gazette has 
been talking with a number of work- 
men, who all said to him: ‘JJ néus 
faut Rochefort”’—the truth being that 
Rochefort’s exile had left a gap which 
can not be filled. . 

It was a great mistake to include 
Rochefort in the indictment against 
Boulanger, though no doubt Boulanger- 
ism owes most of its success to Roche- 
fort. When the popular, openhanded 
aurnalist pronounced for Boulanger he 
drew after him an extraordinary num- 
ber of the working classes; but this fact 
ought to have made the Government 
wary of straining the press laws against 
him. Every body knows that Roche- 
fort was prosecuted because M. Con- 
stans, the Home Minister, whom he had 
repeatedly accused of peculation, wanted 
to be avenged of him; and the Senators 
who condemned Rochefort were als 
actuated by the wish to get rid of 
pestilent fellow who had laid his lash 
upon them all more or less. 7 

Nevertheless, Rochefort’s condemna- 
tion was not justifiable according to the 
existing press laws, and it will place 
any Republican government that may 
come to office after the next elections in 
a troublesome position, forit will scarce~- 
ly be possible to revise Rochefort’s sen- 
tence without revising Boulanger’s. On 
the other hand, the advisability of re- 


admitting Rochefort to Paris will ap-| 


pear so plain that the government will 
not dare gainsayiit. So, probably, the 
end of the matter will be an amnesty 
extended to Boulanger as well as to 
Rochefort.—Berlin Cor. Glasgow Herald.

ABOUT SCARLET FEVER. 


How to Treat This Most Contagious of | 


All Diseases of Chitdhood. 


The treatment of a case of scarletina | 
is of very great importance, not only as | 


te the carrying out of strict rules and 


laws of medication and nursing, but in | 
regard to the suppression of all dangers | 
of contagion to otners, asit is certainly | 
the most contagious of all the diseases | 


of childhood. 


The child should be at once put to bed | 
ina room at the top of the house, iso- | 
lated in every way from all other parts | 
er persons of the household. ‘The other | 
children, if any, should be kept in a dis- | 
tant part of the house, not meeting any | 


one who sees the patient, or else sent 
away entirely. The room should be 
well ventilated, and the bed (a narrow, 
long cot, the best) should be placed out 
of the direct draft, and not between 
door and window. 

_ There should be heat in the room, if 
it ig cold, and if there is a stove or heat- 
er there should be kept atall times a 
paniof water on it to evaporate and make 
moisture for tne room; or a kettle of 
boiling water may be kept on the stove. 
The temperature should be kept at about 
65 to 70 degrees. 

The fever will run very high, and a 
simple sheet and blanket should form 
the 
a hair mattress or hard bed, never on a 
feather bed. | 

For the fever the following simple 
fever mixture may be given, which will 
suit mostall cases in tne earlier stages, 
or at least until a physician be sent for. 

Quinine sulphate, grains XV. (15), 

Potassium chlorate, grains XXX. (30), 

Tincture aconite, drops VIII. (8), 

C Spirits nitrous ether, drachms III. (3), 

Sirup (simple) a sufficient quantity to 
make 2 liquid ounces. 

Sig. (or directions): Give to a child 
not less than three (3) years of age half 
a teaspoonful, or about fifty (50) drops 
every three (8) hours,

SIMPLE YET FATAL. 


Electrical Execution Described by an Ex- 
pert in the Science. 

The preparations necessary for elec- 
trical execution are very simple. The 
condemned criminal’s cell is visited by 
the prison authorities and his hands and 
feet are saturated with the weak potash 
solution which so rapidly overcomes the 
skin’s resistance; during this space of 
thirty seconds or less, his electrical re- 
sistance may be measured, though Mr. 
Edison’s researches in this line have 
rendered even this unnecessary. Shod 
in wet felt slippers, the convict walks 
to the chair and is instantly strapped 
into position; his feet and hands are 
again immersed in the potash solution 
contained in a foot tub connected to one 
pole and in hand basins connected to the 
other. With this perfect contact there 
is no possibility of burning the flesh and 
thus reducing the effect of the current 
upen the body. Dials of eléctrical in- 
struments indicate that all the appa- 
ratus is in perfect order and record the 
pressure ateyery moment. The deputy 
sheriff closes the switch. Respiration 
and heart action instantly cease, and 
electricity, with a velocity equaling that 
of light, destroys life before nerve-sen- 
sation, at a speed of only one hundred 
and eighty feet per second, can reach 
the brain. There isastiffening of the 
muscles, which gradually relax after five 
seconds have passed; but tnere is no 
struggle and no sound. ‘The majesty of 
the law has been viadicated, but no 
physical pain has been caused.—Harold
